ANOTHER INSURRECTION IN CHINA. 


Some of the Disaffected Rebel Against the 
Salt Daty. 

: [SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Foo Cnow, China, Dec. 9,—Telegrams 
some time ago brought news of the disturb- 
ance had originated in Tekhua in con- 
sequence of the increase of the salt tax.

It is 
said’ that the Knan Po Min Poin, 
meaning “tyranny creates rebellion” 
motto is written upon their banners and that 
their tactics at the present moment are to re- 
treat to their mountain fastnesses when the 
soldiers arrive and come out again when the 
troops retire; their intention ‘being to follow 
out this plan until they receive a supply of war 
materials. Ihe rioters know very well that the 
government forees have big guns which they 
cannot carry up the high mountains and they 
hope by this means of guerrilla fighting to at- 
tain in time the object they have in view. 

It is rumored that consequent upon these 
disturbances. Salt Commissioner Lung, for- 
merly Acting Provincial Judge, has been de- 
prived of his button and will have to give up 
his seais of office as soon as his successor is 
appointed. Tbese rumors, with the extra vig- 
ilance shown on the walls, create an unsettled 
feeling iu this city. 

The basis of the present crisis in the Chinese 
Empire is political, not religious. A revolu- 
tionary spirit fills the land. It is a species of 
nibilism. It has seized the army; members 
of the official classes, even to the older fam1- 
lies of China ant servants in houses of Euro- 
peans. The Proconsuls or Governors-Gen- 
eral hold the situation ia the hollow of their 
hands. No revolution is possible, certainly 
not a successful one, without them. Their 
present interest is against rebellion because 
they live by corruption, but if they could be 
convinced that a revolution would operate in 
their favor the coòperation of them all might 
be relied on. 

A dispatch from Tien-Tsin says: Some 
Christians have been massacred near Pakous- 
cibe by banditti and an undisciplined mob. 
The commander wi.o connived at the massacre 
has committed suicide. A magistrate impli- 
cated in the affair has been arrested and com- 
mitted for trial.“ 

Lonpon, Dee. 9.—A dispatch was received 
today at the Chinese Legation Stating that 
the rebels in Northern China had another en- 
gagement with the imperial troops and that 
the insurgents sustained a most crushing 
defeat. The dispatch adds that the govern- 
ment forces are following up their victories, 
and that the complete annihilation of the 
rebels is expected in a few days. 

The North China Herald of October re- 
ports that the Manchur rioters at Chiankiang, 
Sbeventeen in all, have been taken in the gun- 
boat Faon to Nanking, where they were tried 
by H. E. Taotai Lin, Prefect Li, and the

Lonnox, Dee, 9.— A Rangoon dispatch says 
that no serious trouble is anticipated from the 
hostile attitude of the Chinese on the Burmah 
frontier. The difficulty has been pending ever 
since the conquest by the British of Burmah, 
a portion of which the Chinese claimed 
asa part of their empire. It is believed that 
the difficulty will be satisfactorily arranged at 
Pekin. Meantime the Chinese troops on the 
frontier stubbornly refuse to recognize the 
claims of Great Britain. 


WALLACE SLAPPED BROWN TWICE. 


Kansas City’s Attorneys Lose Their Temper 
in the Court-Room. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Dec. 9.—The excitement 
in the trial of William Peake, ex-City ‘Treas- 
urer, charged with embezzling $25,000 of the 
city’s money, rose to fever heat today and 
resulted in a-clash between W illiam Wallace, 
attorney for Peake, and Prosecuting-Attorney 
M. K. Brown. Brown asked that evidence 
might be introduced to prove the good char- 
acter of Horace McKim, Peake’s deputy, 
which he said had been blackened by the de- 
fense. 

Mr. Wallace 1 and becoming excited 
declared that McKim stole the whole 
thing. Brown denied this, and Wallace 
struck him twice with his hand be- 
fore Deputy Marshal McGowan could 
separate them.

PLEA FOR FREE ART 


MISS KATE FIELD SPEAKS 10 THE 
SOCIETY’OF ARTISTS. 


. Woman from Washington Gives a 
Little Legislative History in Regard to 


the Efforts to Reduce and Abolish the- 
Tariff on Works of Art—Potent Au- 
ments for Congressmen — Resolution 


. Adopted and Signed by Chicago Artists 

and Art Patrons—Other Speakers. 

A meeting held in the rooms of the Chicago 
Society of Artists yesterday afternoon was ad- 
dressed by Miss Kate Field on the subject of 
the removal of the duty on art and a congress 
of artists in Washington. It was attended by 
a large number of enthusiastic artists and art 
lovers. Miss Field was introduced by John 
Vanderpoel, President of the society. 

A telegram was read from Carroll Beck- 
with. President ot the National Art League, 
wishing Miss Field success and saying that 
what was most needed for the movement at 
present was the interest of the West. 

Miss Field gave a history of the tariff 
works of fine art from 1862. When the 
Kinley bill was pending she succeeded in con- 
vincing the Ways and Means committee of the 
benefita of the removal of the duty and it was 
unanimously voted by the Lower House. It 
was supposed that as the Senate was Repub- 
lican it could be depended upon to 
support the measure, but it finally 
ended in compromising on a 15 per cent duty. 
It was decided thata reception should be 
given to a congress of representative artists 
of the country in Washington to petition 
the Congress of the United States to 
remove the duty and also organize a 
National Commission of Art and Architecture 
to look after the art interests of the country 


and if possible prevent the erection of such | 


‘monstrosities as were often put up as public 
buildings and national monuments. It 
was also planned that a national loan 
exhibition of 100 of the choicest 
works procurable executed by American 
artists during the last twenty years should be 
held at the same. time to serve as an object 
lesson to Congress, and that there should be 
organized an annual national exhibition, to be 
held in the capital. 
Free Art Should Follow Free Pork. 

Miss Field said that a Congressman -shoyld 
not be asked to support a measure because 
it was right, but because it would pay, and in 
this case they could be shown how free 
art would help the Worlds Fair. 
France was sulking. It could do 
more for the art exhibit of the Fair than any 
other nation. It had accepted American pork 
and the United States should admit its art. 
Subscriptions were asked to complete a sum 
of $5,000, of which $3,000 has. already been 
raised, to defray the expenses of the National 
Loan Exhibition next spring. 

Remarks were made by Messrs. Baum- 
grass, Lorado Taft, Charles M. Kurtz, As- 
sistant Art Director of the Worid's Fair, and 
Charles L. Hutchinson, who promised the 
support of the Art Institute. The following 
resolution was adopted: 

WauereEas, The present duty on foreign works 
of art is harmful to the general. progress 
of art cultivation in America, affecting 
both artist and artisan by preventing 
the easy ingress and acquaintance with the best 
productions of the older world for the purposes of 
study, and arresting a wider derslopment of art 
taste and appreciation among the masses; and 

WHERBAS, It is not the desire of the true artist 
to have mediocrity protected, but by constant 
association with finer productions to add to the 
strength and beauty 
the wider sale of 
from the 
knowledge; that other creative arts in the ‘Sites 
of musieal and literary manuscripts being ad- 
mitted free, original painting and sculpture 
should enjoy the same priviles; and 

Warereas, Industrial art suffers a similar 
dearth in the means of educating its designers 
and workmen to a higher standard of taste. and 
skill, and that our country, rich in material re- 
sources, especially lacks means for esthetic cult- 
ure; it 

Want the Duty Abolished Entirely. 

Resolved, By us, the artists and art-lovers of the 
City of Chicago, that all obstructive measures to 
the iutroduction of art and its ideas into the 
United States, being hurtful to the 
general welfare of its people, should be 
removed by entirely abolishing the existing tariff 
on works of art, and that we appeal to our re- 
spective representatives in Congress to do all in 
their power to accomplish this result.

NEWFOUNDLAND TAXES IN RETALIATION 


Canadian Flour Will Bear a Burden Equal 
to Newfoundland Fish. 

Toronto, Ont., Dec. 9.--[Special,]—The 
Dominion millers completed their annual 
meeting last night, but this morning a hastily- 
summoned emergency meeting was called at 
the Board of Trade to take into consideration 
atelegram which had been received from 
Newfoundland: announcing: that, in conse- 
quence of the announcement made this week 
that all Newfoundland fish landed in the mari- 
time provinces would in future be subject to 
governmental assessment, a tax of 20 cents 
per barrel on all Canadian flour landed in 
Newfoundland would in future be imposed. 
After mature discussion the Executive com- 
mittee was intrusted with full powers to in- 
terpose its weight with the Dominion Govern- 
ment, by deputation or otherwise, to secure 
the remission of the threatened tax. The

HOUSES WRECKED BY RUNAWAY CABS. 


A Train Runs Backward Into Marquette, 
Mich., with Disastrous Results. 

Maxquetrz, Mich., Dec. 9.—[Special. |— 
Three dwellings were wrecked by a runaway 
freight-train at 4o’clock this morning, and 
two took fire from the cabodése stove and were 
burned. A special freight westbound on 
the grade two miles of town broke 
in two, dropping off the caboose and one car.

CLAMORING FOR CARS. 


COMMISSION Mg MEN TALK OF THE kv. 
FECT OF THE SHORTAGE. 


es 
The P::dicament That They Are Put In by 
Their Inability to Move Grain—A pplica- 
tions That Have Been Made to Railroad 
Men and the Replies Received from 
Them~—Crops Stored in the Various Ele- 
vators—Danger of a Coal Famine—Uni- 
form Bill of Lading Asked. : 
The shortage of freight-cars is beginning to 
be a serious matter in the grain and coal 


trade. 

Mr. Phelps of Milmine, Bodman & Co., 
grain commission merchants, said yesterday : 
It is bearing pretty hard on the cor mission 
men. Grain issimply not moving. Commission 


men’s patrons expect advances on the Krain. 
They must be supplied or their trade goes 


to other houses. Elevators are full. Railway 
yards were filled with loaded cars, but they 
are not moving. The situation is getting 
serious. I don’t know as it will affeet the 
price of grain. The coal market is suffering 
more severely than that of grain. Many 
large local dealers are now unable to fill 
orders. Railroads are raking off all the coal 
they can secure to keep their engines going. 
We had an order for twenty cars of wheat 
from the interior to be shipped over the ‘ Big 
Four’ road. I went to the com paay’s office 
but it could not furnish me a single car. The 
man there said they were 275 cars behind now. 
All the roads are in the same condition. I 
heard that $20 a car bonus was offered today 
for thirty grain cars from Chicago to Balti- 
8 but I don't know whether it is true or 

One of the largest shippers of Indianapolis, 
who was sitting by, said: I came to Chi- 
cago today to try to get cars. There are none 
to be had. There are 6,000,000 bushels of 
grain in the Buffalo elevators and 4,000,000 
more in that harbor. Eastern roads 
are using their cars for that ‘trade. 
1 believe this blockade of cars 
will continue for sixty days yet. You see 
corn has not begun to move yet. That crop 
is enormously. large. With good country 
roads, that isa solid freeze, corn will begin 
pouring in soon. The export demand is 
great. I believe the price for corn will re- 
main stiff. The whole business resolves itself 
into the question of transportation. I look 
for a two months’ stagnation.” 

At Charles L. Counselman & Co.’s office it 
was said: Shipping is coming to a stand- 
still. Inthe grain trade the losers now will 
be the shippers, for elevator room is in de- 
mand and charges will be made accordingly. 
The last Eastern road to quit running its cars 
West was the Panhandle. 
Monday. Incoming grain from the West is 
being put in elevators. The country 
elevators are full. Trade is getting 
ready to sit down and take a rest until the 
railroads can un1avel themselves and get on 
their feet again. 

Bonus Asked for Cars. 

A leading shipper of the Board of Trade 
said: The Armour people wanted to let me 
have 100 cars today to ship grain to the sea- 
board. They asked $10 a car bonus; that is, in 
addition to the usual price paid for cars. 
That would be $1,000. As I only expected to 
make $800 off the shipment I declined the offer; : 
but this shows you how scarce cars are. 

Hut the coal men are the ones who are 
howlmg. Large factories and the railroads 
are rakmg off all the coal in sight, and small 
dealers are at their wit's ends to hold their 
trade. The largest dealers have their lunches 
served in their. offices at the noon hour, and 
they are thiüking hard and telegrabhing sav- 
agel in a desperate attempt to prevent a co 
famine in Chicago.“ 

“The National Transportation Association 
has memorialized the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission to take steps to compel ‘railroads 
to adopt a uniform bill of lading and a recip- 
rocal car service, said Secretary G. F. Stone 
of theChicago Board of Trade. “Our railroads 
have grown to believe that the public was 
instead of their being 
made for the puble. This growth has 
not. been the result of a scheme, 
but railway interests have gradually 
became so colossal that they can afford to 
employ as officers the brightest men, the old- 
est diplomats of the day, and to pay them 
salaries away up from $20,000 to $25,000 a year 
to think up ways of evading responsibility, 
fighting claims successfully, keeping down 
expenses, and building up dividends. 

It has coms to such a pass that their bills 
of lading now are mereevasions. The ship- 
per is made responsible, while the roads are 
exempted from responsibility by those special 
contracts. We want a uniform bill of lading, 
a plain, common law compellizg a uniform- 
ity in charges, with time and distance as the 
essence of the contract. Then we want reci- 
procity in the car service. It is all right 
that the consignee should pay ex- 
tra charges if he leaves his. goods 
for an unreasonable time om the 
tracks of the company, but it is also nothing 
more than simple justice that the railway 
company for delaying goods an unreasonable 
time should be compelled to pay damages. 
We have made the request of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission for these righta: We 
will ask Congress to amend the law at the 
present session so as to incorporate in it these 


ideas.

‘The Qonductor Pulled the. * ‘aot the 
Passengers Rang Up Fares, bat the 
Train Kept On - Delays’ Safferea by 
West-Siders — Mayor ‘Washbarue Dis- 
cusses the Street-Car Question—An Opin- 
fon That the Twenty-Year Extension 
Ordinance Is Illegal—New -Mator. 

Passengers on a North Side Lincoln avenue 
cable train at 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
had an experience in which the average de- 
gree of watchfulness of a gripman was dem- 
onstrated. At that hour a north-bound Lin- 
coln avenue grip with two trailers entered the 
tunnel. The train was overcrowded, Every 
inch of standing room on the platforms was 
occupied and many passengers were hanging 
on the steps. As the train entered the tunnel 
the passengers on the steps made an effort to 
get on the platform out ot danger of being 
crushed by the side walls of the tunnel. Then 
the jam became unbearable. f 

Among the passengers on the platform was 
a young woman, She was less able to push 
than her masculine fellow-passengers and soon 
was crowded into a corner. She made a fee- 
ble struggle to gain breathing space for her- 
self and then succumbed to the crush and re- 
lapsed into a dead faint. At this moment the 
car was just coming out of the north 
entrance of the tunnel. When La 
Salle and Illinois street was reached the 
passengers on the platform made an effort to 
get the young woman into the ffesh air. The 
bell was rung repeatedly, but the train swung 
around Illinois street and. continued on its 
course. The conductor made his way to the 
rear to.ascertain the cause of the disturbance 
and he joined in the effort to stop the train. 
Clark street was reached, with the train in full 
motion, but with no prospect of a stop. An 
enterprising passenger rung up a few fares in 
his efforts to stop the train, but it proved a 
failure, 

Indiana street was reached and a drug-store 
was passed, but the cars could not be checked. 
“Stop at Ohio street! shouted the passen- 
gers; but Ohio street, with its corner drug- 
store, was left behind. Finally a man dropped 
off from the rear platform of a trailer and 
raced through, the mud after the grip. He 
caught up with it at Ontario street and suc- 
ceeded in stopping the train. After this 
was done the cause of the failure to stop the 
car was apparent.

SAYS THE ORDINANCE IS ILLEGAL. 


An Opinion Concerning the Twenty-Year 
Extension Measure. 

Ald. Dorman, who got an order through 
the Council Monday evening calling for an 
opinion from the Corporation Counsel as to 
the legality of the ordinance passed by the 
Council in 1888 extending the franchises of 
the street-car companies,- has also secured an 
opinion from private counsel. He is confident 
that something can be done to force the sur- 
face road companies to get out of the way if 
they will not provide suitable and rapid tran- 
sit for the public. The opinion referred to is 


as follows: 

J.F. Dorman, Alderman Tenth Ward—Dear Sir: 
In answer to your inquiry as to 752 inion of the 
legality of the ordinance passed y 30, 1883, re- 
lating to the twenty-year E of street-car 
lines, I have to say: 

The ordinance in question provides that “the 
times named for the operation of the railways 
now used ‘or operated by either of said railway 
companies in the act heretofore are hereby 
extended twenty years from the passage hereof.”’ 
Undoubtedly it was thus intended to create a 
contract on the part of the city that the lines 
then used or operated might continue to be used 
and opernted till July , 1903. It is commonly 
known that the distinguishing element of a con- 
tract is that it cannot be changed without the 

icense ma 


y that this ordinance is a contract 
I believe it is illegal, for since the Constitunon of 
1870 no law could be maki any irrev- 
oa grant of specia Ay rivileges. e Constitu- 
tion also prevides that grants of special or ex- 
clusive privil which shall not have been in 
operation within ten days from the time the Con- 
stitution took effect should have no validity or 
effect whatever. On the theory that this ordi- 
nance is in the nature of a * I am 
still of the opinion that is illegal. 
It it sought to do — at 
it was to authorize the use of the streets upon 
which railways were then operated for railway 
purposes. At the time the ordinance was pa 
the State law provided that the City Council 
could have no powers to grant the use of any 
street of the city for railroad purposes except 
upon the petition of the owners of land repre- 
senting more than one-half of the frontage of so 
much of the street as was sought to be used. Itis 
commonly known that there was no such petition 
for any of the streets, the use of which was then 
authorized. The difficulty in a matter like this 
is with the remedy. While every individual may 
be put on trial at any time by his neighbor 
on a State warrant for murder, rape, arson, 
or any other crime. yet the corporation is pro- 
tect from any attack on its pretended priv- 
ileges by the fact that there. are ouly two persons 
in the State who are authorized by law to begin 
such a suit—the State’s Attorney and the Attor- 
ney-General.

TO TRY A NEW ELECTRIC MOTOR. 


An Experiment Proposed by the West Side 
Street Railway. 

The West Side Street railway comp is 
soon to bégin experiments with a new electric 
motor that is said to furnish the best motive 
power for street railway purposes that can be 
obtained. The new system is controlied by 
Siemens and Halske. who have been operating 
a similar line in Buda Pesth, Hungary, for 
two years with signal success. 

No poles are necessary in the new system 
and the power is furnished by an electric cur- 
rent, which passes through an insulated con- 
duit underneath one of the rails, The rail 
itself is double, wigh a slot running its length 
through which the current 18 transmitted to 
the motor. The voltage is exceedingly low 
and no ill effects would follow an accidental 
shock, were one possible. The motor is under- 
neath the car and the power is transmitted to 
the axles by means of a running chain gear- 
ing. The appearance of the cars is not differ- 
ent from the ones now in use. 

The experimental line will be laid on West 
Twelfth street, although it will not begin op- 
erations for several weeks. 

President Yerkes’ new tramway locomotive 
which he purchased in Paris last summer for 
use on the North Side Street-Car line is on its 
way to Chicago and will be here today or to- 
morrow. The Custom House papers were re- 
ceived yesterday, and after the engine has 

n appraised and the duties ascertained it

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 
The President’s message communicated to 
Congress yesterday sets forth at considerable 
the various public questions which 
have been settled during the year or which 
are still awaiting the action of Congress. 
Those portions of it referring to the tariff, sil- 
ver, our meat products abroad, and gerry- 
mandering are commented upon elsewhere, 
but there still remain many features of public 
interest, both as concern our domestic affairs 
and our relations with foreign countries. 


the department reports, but, as the President 
has given these subjects unusually careful con- 
sideration and accompanies their presentation 
with several personal suggestions, they take 
on an added interest and deserve to be 
recognized. 

The President extends his hearty congrat- 
ulations to the country upon the reciprocal 
trade relations which have been secured 
with Brazil, the West Indian possessions 
of Spain, and San Domingo, and inti- 
mates that before the close of the year 
these relations will be still further extended. 
It is also announced that since the agreement 
of the United States and Great Britain to ob- 
serve a closed season for the seal fisheries, sat- 
isfactory terms have been agreed upon for the 
adjustment of the long controversy by arbi- 
tration, and all that now remains is the 
choice of arbitrators. The President recites 
the history of the Italian lynching cases at 
New Orleans and condemns the action of the 
people of that city, though it was not mtended 
to display any animosity to the Italian people 
or disrespect to their government. He regrets 
that the manner in which that government 
presented its claims was not such as to con- 
duce to a calm discussion of the question, but 
he yet hopes for friendly conclusions, Pend- 
ing this result and the present um possibility of 
taking cognizance in the Federal courts of of- 
fenses against the treaty mghts of foreigners 
domiciled here, he makes the following perti- 
nent suggestion: 

It seems to me to follow in this state of the law 
that officers of the State, charged with police and 
judicial powers in such cases, must in the con- 
sideration of international questions growing out 
of such incidents be regarded in such sense as 
Federal agents as to make this government an- 
swerable for their acts in cases where it would be 
answerable if the United States had used its con- 
stitutional power to define and punish crimeg 
against treaty rights. 

In the’ matter of the Chilean complication 
the President speaks with no uncertain mean- 
ing. After reciting the fects of the Chilean 
revolution and of the seizure of the Itata, he 
comes to the outrage upon American sailors at 
Valparaiso, which he characterizes as un- 
provoked, savage, and brutal,“ and as incited 
by hostility to men wearing the uniform of 
the United States. He emphatically indorses 
Minister Egan’s action in the matter, and in- 
timates that if the official investigation 
at. Valparaiso, which is now about con- 
cluded, shall fail to make satisfactory ex- 
planation or disappoint the hopes of the 
United States Government, he will appeal to 
Congress for authority to take further steps. 
Pending the outbreak in China the govern- 
ment will take such action as may be neces- 
sary to protect American interests. Inci- 
dentally the government has protested against 
the rejection of Mr. Blair by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment upon grounds “ which would rule out 
any representative so long as present laws 
remain in force.“ The Presideat renews his 
protest against the harsh treatment of He- 

brews by Russia, and defends the protest by 
the assumption that it is not a local question, 
since their largely increased immigration to 
this country may make it difficult for them to 
find homes here, and also may affect seriously 
our labor market. 

The President’s attitude on the Nicaragua 
Canal question will commend itself to the 
good sense and patriotism of the country. He 
recognizes the necessity that it shall be com- 
pleted as speedily as possible and agrees with 
Senator Morgan of Alabama that it is the 
most important subject now connected with

- THE WORKINGS OF THE TARIFF LAW. 


When President Harrison sent in his second 
message to Congress in December, 1890, the 
new tariff law had been in force but two 
months, too shortatime to show what its 
effect would be. He had no fears, however, 
regarding its workings, and he said: 

In its scope and effect I think it will justify the 
support of those who believe that American leg- 
islation should conserve American trade and the 
wages of workingmen. . . The result will be 
the quickening and enlargement of manufactur- 
ing industries and a better market for breadstuffs. 
» « « l believe we shall secure a larger and 
more profitable participation in foreign trade 
than we have enjoyed. 

A year has gone by, and the President ap- 
peals to the facts to prove that he was correct 
in his predictions, ana that those who asserted 
that the tariff legislation of last year would 
enhance prices so as to affect disastrously the 
comfort and*happiness of the people were 
false prophets. 

The prosperity of a nation may be measured 
by the reward of the labor of its people. Tak- 
ing that as a standard, the President says: 

Rarely, if ever, before in the history of the 
country has there been a time when the proceeds 
of one day's labor or the product of one farmed 
acre would purchase so large an amount of those 
things that enter into the living of the masses of 
the people. I believe that a full test will develop 
the fact that the tariff act of the Fifty-first Con- 
gress is yery. favorable in its average effect upon 
prices of articles entering into common use. 
. « « I think there are conclusive evidences that 
the new tariff has created several great industries 
which will, within a few years, give employment 
to several hundred thousand American working- 
men and women. In view of the somewhat over- 
crowded condition of the labor market of the 
United States every patriotic citizen should re- 
joice at such a result 

He gives the statistics of imports and ex- 
ports for the twelve months beginning Oct. 1, 
1890, a week before the present tariff law 
went into force, and ending Sept. 30, 1891, to 
show that the law has not crippled the com- 
merce of the country. The imports were 
$824,715,000, or eleven millions more than for 
the preceding twelve months, when enormous 
quantities of merchandise were rushed in in 
anticipation of the new law. The imports for 
the twelve months it was in forve exceed the an- 
nual average for the last ten years by $132,- 
528,000. Free imports increased $118,092,000, 
and dutiable ones fell off $108,846,000. The 
result was tt at for the twelve months the per- 
centage of free goods was 48.18, and for the 
last six months, during which sugar was free, 
55.37. At no time inthe history of the gov- 
ernment has the proportion of free imports 
been as great, not even under the lowest tariff 
the country ever had—that of 1857. 

The value of the exports for the twelve 

months was $923,021,000, or $62.914,000 more 
than for the preceding year. The increase in 
the value of agricultural products exported 
was $45,846,600, making good the President's 
promise of a year ago that there would be a 
better market for breadstuffs. The increase 
in the value of exports of manufactured 
products was $16,838,000. The total value of 
exports and imports was $1,747,806,000, being 
one hundred millions in excess of the preced- 
ing twelve months. 
With these statistics before him, and know- 
ing that tariff and other legislation had not 
bankrupted the Treasury—an assertion fre- 
quently made during the last year—the Presi- 
dent says: 


There is certainly nothing in the condition of 
trade, foreign or domestic; there is certainly 
nothing in the condition of our people of any class 
to suggest that existing tariff and revenue legisla- 
tion bears oppressively upon the people or retards 
the commercial development of the nation. It 
may be argued that our condition would be better 
if our tariff legislation were upon a free-trade 
basis, but it cannot be denied that all the condi- 
tions of prosperity and of general contentment 
are present in a larger degree than ever before in 
our history, and that, too, just when it was proph- 
esied they would be in the worst state. Agi- 
tation for radical changes in tariff and financial 
legislation cannot help but may seriously im- 
pede business, to the prosperity of which some de- 
gree of stability in legislation is essential. 

At the time that this was written the Presi- 
dent had not noticed perhaps the changed at- 
titude of the Democracy on the tariff question. 
There will be no “agitation for radical 
changes in the tariff by that party. At the 
most, one or two small bilis may find their 
way from the House to the Senate. There will 
be no attempt to repeal or seriously to modify 
the existing duties. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON ON “ MICHIGANIZ- 
G II 


The most important and the most patriotic. 


part of President Harrison's message is the 
concluding portion, which was provoked by 
the violation by the late Legislature of Michi- 
gan of what may be called the common law 
governing the choice of Presidential electors 
for the purpose of stealing some for the 
Democracy and giving it a better chance of 
getting a President than it would have other- 
wise. The Democrats will claim, no doubt, 
that Mr. Harrison thinks only of himself and 
of his party. In reality he gives expression to 
the feeling of dread entertained by a growing 
number of men of both parties that if the 
** gerrymander ”’ invades the Electoral College 
there will be an utter end of the principle on 
which this government is based—the right of 
the majority to rule. 

The President first points out how, after the 
trial of other methods, all the States except 
South Carolina had adopted sixty years ago a 
uniform method of choosing electors on a 
general ticket, and allof them had done so 
since the war. In view of the action of the 


| Michigan Legislature be recommends the 


adoption of a constitutional amendment to se- 
cure a practice which has the admitted appro- 
val of all the States save one. If the States 
acting separately have with the exception of 
Michigan declared in favor of election by gen- 
eral ticket, he does not see why constitutional 
sanction should not be given to it and a barri- 
er be erected against partisanship.

THE APOSTASY OF ECKHART. 

While the Drainage Board was considering 
the resolution providing for the election of the 
President by secret bailot—a resolution of- 
fered to give Republican deserters a chance 
to skulk into the Democratic camp under 
cover—Judge Prendergast said, looking con- 
temptuously at Eckhart, who sat beside him: 


What is the combination? Where is the bar- 
gaih? Who are concerned in it? What is the 
price? Let the people who elected you know 
how you stand on this important question, Let 
us have manly action. 


The question, What is the price?“ is one 
which is being generally asked both by Repub- 
licans and Democrats, but especially by the 
latter, who are curious to know how much 
their latest acquisition 1s going to cost them. 
The fact that the people so unanimously take 
it for granted that Mr. Eckhart looked after 
his own interests when he voted for Mr. 
Wenter indicates that the general impression 
is that the Drainage Board is thinking at this 
moment of the distribution of patronage and 
nothing else, and that in the past it has given 
about as much attention to the division of the 
offices as to the interests of the public and the 
promotion of the work it had on hand. Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike have felt that 


the members were more concerned about the · 


Treasurership and the bank where the funds 
should be deposited than they were about pure 
water. 

Yet it is not unlikely that the answer to the 
question What is the price?’ should be 
Nothing.“ The practical politicians will 
laugh at first, but when they think over the 
facts they may reach the conclusion that Mr. 
Eckhart sold out his party, betrayed his 
friends, and covered himself with ignominy, 
and will get nothing for it but a little Demo- 
cratic applause. - 

The first thing Mr. Eckhart did when nomi- 
nated by the Republican convention was to 
cast around to see if he could not get votes 
outside of that organization. In his attempt 
to secure them, and make his election cer- 
tain, no matter what the fate of his associate 
on the ticket might be, he pledged himself in 
writing to persons not members of the party 
which nominated him that if elected he would 
carry out a certain policy in the board. While 
nominated by the Republicans, and if elected 
responsible to them, he promised in writing 
to take his orders from and to be responsible 
to men who were not Republicans. Such an 
act of treachery as this is without parallel, 
even in local politics, where the highest 
principles of honor never have obtained. 

That Mr. Eckhart, a person who was 
thought to have some sense of personal and 
political honor, should do such a thing is in- 
explicable, unless it be assumed that his mind 
1s so dense and his sensibilities so dull that to 
make sure of being elected he did something 
any Democratic ward politician would be re- 
luctant to do. 

Mr. Eckhart must give up all pretensions to 
sincerity. Up tothe timeof his voting for 
Wenter he pretended to fear that some one 
was seeking to boss him. The soul of this 
apothecary revolted at the thought that any 
man should pretend to run him. He de- 
clared that he would be his own master and 
the servantof noman. And yet during all 
that time political opponents held a written 
pledge which made them his bosses. This 
gentleman who could not brook the thought 
of Republicans controllmg him had no 
scruples about handing himself over to men 
who were not Republicans. The only bossism 
he feared was that of the party which made 
him. 

For when Mr. Eckhart says that the posi- 
tion he fills is a non-partisan one.“ he 
chooses to forget that he was nominated by 
Republicans and elected by them. Further- 
more, had he stated prior to his selec- 
tion by the convention that if elected 
he would consider himself absolved 
from all political ties, not a dozen delegates 
would have voted for him. Had he asked 
the people for their votes without a Republican 
indorsement, the Australian law would not 
have permitted his name to appear on the 
official ballot as ‘that of a Republican candi- 
date. He would have had to go it alone and 
be defeated. 

Had he been truly a non-partisan he would 
not have voted for a Democrat for President 
of the board—for a man who was elected on a 
partisan Democratic tickettwo years ago, who 
was Chairman of the Democratic Executive 
committee during the late election, and who, 
unless there was some secret understanding, 
did what he could to defeat Mr. Eckhart. A 
non-partisan would have cast his vote for Mr. 
Hotz, a Republican elected on the Citizens’ 
ticket. 

Mr. Eckhart voted for Mr. Wenter because 
those whom he has made his bosses ordered 


him to do so, They held his written pledge 


that he would obey their instructions. He 
was brave enough to be guilty of the greater 
treachery of giving it, but too much of a 
coward to commit the smaller offense ot 
breaking it. Having to be false to some one, 
he preferred to be untrue tothe delegates 
who befriended him, the convention which 
nominated him, and the party which elected 
him, rather than to political opponents whose 
votes he had obtained by an act of perfidy. 
Perhaps some of the few Republicans who 
sympathize with Mr, Eckhart in the position 
he bas taken will explain why, if it was in-

11 BATIONAL FINANCES. 
That portion of the President's message 
which deals with the national finances and 


the currency question is conservatively liberal 


intone. The total receipts from all sources 
during the fiscal year were $458,544,233, which 


exceeded the expenditures by $37,239,763. The 


receipts, actual and estimated, for the cuirent 
fiscal year are $433,000,000 and the expendi- 
tures $409,000,000. Up to the close of June thy 
Treasury had purchased under the law of 
July, 1890, 48,398,113 ounces of silver bullion 
at an average cost of $1.045 per ounce, and had 
issued $50,577,498 in the Treasury notes au- 
thorized by the act. At the beginning of No- 
vember the market price was down to 96 
cents, giving to the silver dollar a bullion 
value of 7414 cents. The ablest advocates of 
free coinage in the | Congress were most 
confident in their prediction that the pur- 
chases by the Government required by law 
would at once put the price to 51.298 per 
ounce and keep it there. The friends of the 
measure may not be agreed as to the cause of 
failure to verify the prediction, but the de- 
crease of nearly 50 per cent in the exports of 
silver to India and the fact that the imports of 
silver into this country exceeded the exports, 
for the first time in recent years, may be cited 
as partial reasons. The current purchase of 
54,000,000 ounces is 6,640,000 more than our 
domestic product available for coinage after 
allowing for a consumption of 7,140,000 ounces 
per year in the arts. 

The President thinks the increased volume 
of currency thus supplied for the use of the 
people was necded and that beneficial results 
on trade and prices have followed the legisla- 
tion, expresses the hope that the depression in 
the price of silver is but temporary, and calls 
attention to the fact that a full dollar’s worth 
of silver is deposited in the Treasury for every 
dollar in notes issued against it. He recom- 
mends that the existing law be given a full 
trial, and says it isin the power of the Treas- 
ury under existing legislation to maintain that 
essentjal condition—the parity in use of the 
coin dollars and their paper. representatives. 
He is still of the opinion that the free coinage 


of silver under other existing conditions would 


disastrously affect our business interests at 
home and abroad. He says we could not hope 
to maintain an equality in the purchasing 
power of the gold and silver dollar in our own 
markets, and in foreign trade the stamp gives 
no added value to the bullion contained in 
coins. The producers of the country, the 
farmers and laborers, have the highest inter- 
est that every dollar, paper or coin, issued by 
the government shall be as good as any other 
dollar. If there be one less valuable than an- 
other the sure and constant errand of the least 
valuable will be topay them for their toil and 
their crops, while the money lender will pro- 
tect himself by stipulating for payment in 
gold. To place business on a silver basis 
would mean a sudden and severe contraction 
of the currency, and such an unsettling of all 
values as would produce a criminal panic. He 
cannot believe that a people so strong and 
prosperous as ours will promote such a policy. 

The President avows it as his desire that a 
full coin use shall be made of silver, just as 
soon as the coòperation of other nations can 
be secured and a ratio fixed that will give cir- 
culation equally to gold and silver. The busi- 
ness of the world requires the use of both, but 
only loss could result in giving up our present 
plan for one in which silver only would circu- 
late. Such an event would be at once fatal to 
the further progress of the silver movement. 
The true friends of silver will be careful not 
to overrun the goal and bring in silver mono- 
metallism with the consequent loss of our gold 
to Europe and the relief of the pressure there 
for a larger currency. His inquiries into the 
state of public sentiment in Europeon the 
subject do not justify him in proposing an in- 
ternational conference. But he is sure there 
18 a growing sentiment in Europe in favor of 
a larger use of silver, and he knows of no 
more effectual way of promoting this feeling 
than by accumulating gold here. A scarcity 
of gold in Europe as reserves would be the 
most persuasive argument for the use of sil- 
ver. The return flow of gold now in progress 
promises to be steadily and largely increased 
during the winter and spring months. 

The presence of a large cash surplus in the 
Treasury was for many years the subjeet of 
much unfavorable criticism, and furnished an 
argumeni to those who desired to place the 
tariff on a purely revenue basis. The surplus 
has, under this administration, been applied 
to the redemption of the interest-bearing se- 
curities of the United States instead ot depos- 
iting it without mterest in selected national 
banks. Since March 1 of last year there have 
been redeemed $259,079,350 of these securi- 
ties, resulting in a reduction of $11,684,675 in 
the annual interest charge. The result of these 
policies and of the refunding of the 44¢ per 
cent bonds has been a large increase of the 
money in circulation. The total is now $1,577,- 
262,070, or $24.38 per capita, against I, 404, 
215,896, or $23.08 per capita, at the beginning 
of March, last year.

Funeral of Dom Pedro. 

The funeral of Dom Pedro took place here 
today. Unhappily it rained, and the bad 
weather kept many people at home who 
would otherwise have attended the funeral. 
Troops were massed around the Madelaine 
during the ceremony. The body, which was 
conveyed to the church in the night, rested on 
a bag containing some Brazilian earth, which 
the late Emperor had brought with him 
to remind him of his native 
land. An immense crowd filled the 
building. Among the mourners were 
the diplomatic corps and the leading members 
of the Brazilian colony. The ceremony lasted 
an unusually long time, but had nothing char- 
acteristic about it. The Cardinal Archbishop 
of Paris gave the absolution. On the way 
from the church to the Gare d’Orleans many 
thousands had turned out to pay a last trib- 
ute of respect to the Emperor. The appear- 
ance of the Russian military attaché in 
the cortége was greeted several times on the 
way with shouts of Vive la Russie.“ The 
members of the imperial family followed the 
hearse in mourning coaches. This hearse bad 
done duty already at the funeral of the Duc 
de Morny and „ Thiers. The imperial in- 
signia adorned the bier. Much curiosity was 
aroused by the uniforms of the ex-officials of 
the Brazilian court in the procession. 

Debate on the Religious Question. 

The debate on the religious question took 
an academic turn inthe Senate today. The 
leaders of the various political groups made. 
speeches. In reply the Minister of Justice 
said that in the existing laws the government 
had all the arms it needed to insure its su- 
premacy. Nothing serious was likely to com- 
pel it to ask for exceptional legislation 
against the church. If any ecclesiastic showed 
disrespect for the government of the republic 
his allowance would be stopped. In a vigorous 
speech M. de Freycinet added that the govern- 
ment would never abandon the last conquests 
concerning the educational and military laws.

AMERICA NEED NOT FEAR IT. 


Uncle Sam Will Probably Have the Infiu- 
enza, but in a Mild Form. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpon, Dec. 9.—America need not fear a 
severe attack of the influenza, or grip, this 
winter. The disease now exists in Europe, in 
fact it is probably more general in the ter- 
ritory it covers than either last 
winter or the winter before that, 
but all reports go to show that, widespread as 
it is, it is appearing in a milder form than be- 
fore and its appearance is not nearly so fatal. 

As in the last two seasons it broke out in 
Europe before appearing in America, and 
its course there followed pretty closely 
its previous history here. It is but 
a fair inference, in which all physicians agree, 
that, while the United States can hardly hope 
to entirely escape a visitation of the epidemic 
this winter, it need not greatly dread its ap- 
proach. , 

About the only part of Europe where the 
influenza been any ways dan- 
gerous is Russia, and there its 
ravages have been attended with many deaths. 
This, however, is generally ascribed to the 
famine and consequent impairment of tne 
physical health of the inhabitants, rendermg 
them unable to withstand the tattacks. For 
some reason or otheralso the epidemic has 
been particularly virulent in Hamburg, dur- 
ing last week the death rate there being 280 
above the average, due entirely to the in- 


fluenza. This city, however, is an exception 


to the rule. 

In Berlin, for instance, during the past week 
there have been 40,000 cases of the influenza, 
but of this great number only thirty resulted 
fatally. At the meeting of the Berlin Medical 
Society yesterday, at which Prof. Gerhardt 
presided, the epidemic was discussed, and it 
was shown by hospital reports that it is much 
milder than in 1889. No bacillus or microbe 
has heen discovered as the cause. 

From Paris comes the somewhat strange re- 
port that soldiers in barracks and children in 
the schools have thus far escaped. M. Cons- 
tans, French Minister of the Interior, and 
Baron Mohrenheim, Russian Ambassador to 
Fra ce, are both suffermg with the disease. 
The Baroness Mohrenheim has just recovered 
from an attack. |

HARD TIMES IN RUSSIA. 


Not Only Famine but Internal Dissensions 
Are Causing Lots of Trouble. 

Warsaw, Dec. 9.—I¢ is learned on good au- 
thority that the prestige of M. Vishnegradsky, 
the Minister of Finance, has of late been 
greatly shaken and that he has become ex- 
ceedingly unpopular among the merchants 
and other commercial classes, who row per- 
ceive that the temporary improvement in the 
finances has been eff at their expense. 
The health of this Minister is also much shat- 
tered, and there is little doubt that he will re- 
tire if the Czar gives him permission. The 
failure of the crops has n a terrible blow 
to his schemes, and many of his finest plans 
have been shattered by this national calamity. 

The failure of the crops has not been uni- 
versal. In the Caucasus the harvest was so 
abundant that grain is still rotting at the sta- 
tions for want of rolling stock to carry it 
away. The government has tried to remedy 
this drawback by sending over 2,000 truck 
south, but these will not be sufficient, 

There is much reason to suppose that there 
will be a famine next yearalso. The autumn 
wheat has been seriously injured by the rain 
and it is probable that the spring crops in 
many of the eastern governments will turn 
out no better than they did this year. Indeed, 
the outlook in Russia is gloomy and every one 
is prepares for a sad winter.

Andrew Johuson’s Brother Tells Some Tales 
„% During the months of February and 
March, 1866, said Maj. Truman, Johnson 
sent me to Texas on reconstruction business, 
and while in Houston I was called upon by a 
brother of the President. He didn’t -appear 
quite like a man that was ‘ on top,’ and seemed 
much inferior to his brother. Still, I said: 
‘Why don’t you ask the President for 
some good thing?’ And he replied: ‘ Well, 
I did, and be sent me $1,000 
and told me to be frugal, and when that was 
gone to let him know and he would send me 
more. I wrote im and thanked him and 
told him I wanted an office, but he replied by 
saying that he was opposed to appointing rel- 
atives to office. He was always high-spirited. 
Our family was abeut the poorest of the poor 
people of the South.

This has not, how- 
ever, been done, and the Federal Officers and 
courts have no power in such cases to intervene 
either for the protection of a foreign citizen or 
for the punishment of his slayers. It seems to 
me to follow in this state of law that officers of 
the State charged with police and judicial - 
ers in such eases must, in the consideration of in- 
ternational qu s growing out of such inci- 
be regar in such sense as Federal 
agents as to make ‘this government answerablé 
for their acts in cases where it would be answer- 
able if the United Sta had used its constitu- 
tional power to define and punish crimes against 
treaty rights. 

Oar Trouble with Chile, 


The civil war in Chile, which began in January 
last, was continued. but fortunately with infre- 

nent and not important armed collisions, until 
pe W. when the Congressional forces landed 
near Valparaiso, and after a bloody engagement 
captured that city. President Balmaceda at 
once recognized is cause was lost. aud a pro- 
visional government was 5 rd established by 
the victorious party. Our Minister was prompely 
directed to recognize and put himself in com- 
ernment so soon as it 
should have established its de facto character, 
which was done. Duri the pendency of this 
civil contest freyuent indirect appeals were made 
to this government to extend belligerent hts to 
the insurgents and to give audience to their rep- 
resentatives. This was declined and that policy 
was pursued throughout which this government 
when wrenched by civil warso strenuously insisted 
upon on the part of European nations. 


Seizure of the Itata. 
The Itata. an armed vessel commanded by a 


naval officer of the insurgent fleet, manued by its 
sailors aud with soidiers on board, was seized

under process of the United States Court at San_ 
Diego, Cal., fora violation of our neutrality laws. 


While in she custody of an olfieer of the court 
the vessel was forcibly wrested from his control 
and pus ta sea. It would have been inconsistent 
with the dignity and self-respect of this govern- 
ment not to have insisted that the Itata should be 
returned to San Diego to abide the judgment of 
the court. This was so clear to the Junta of the 
Congressional party, established at Iquique, that, 
before the arrival of the Itata at that port, the 
Secretary of Foreign Relations of the Provisional 
Government addressed to Rear Admiral Brown, 
commanding the United States naval forces, a 
communication, from which the following is an 
extract: 

The Provisional Government has learned by 
the cablegrams of the Associated Press that the 
transport Itata, detained at San Diego by order 
of the United States for ‘taking on board muni- 
tions of war, and in possession of the Marshal, 
left the port carrying on board this official, who 
was landed ata point near the coast, and then 
continued her voyage. If this news be correct 
this government would deplore the conduct of the 
Itata, and as an evidence that it is not disposed to 
support or agree to the infraction of the laws of 
the United States the undersigned takes advan- 
tage of the personal relations you have been g. 
enough to maintain with him since your arrival 
in this port todeciare to you that as soon as she is 
within reach of our orders his government will 
put the Itata, with the arms and munitions she 
took on board in San Diego, at the disposition of 
the United States.” 

A trial in the District Court of the United 
States for the Southern District of California has 
recently resulted in a decision holding, among 
other things, that, inasmuch as the Congressiopal 
party had not been recognized as a belligerent, 
the acts done in its interest could not be a viola- 
‘tion of our neutrality laws. From this judgment 
the United States has appealed, not that the con- 
demnation of the vessel is a matter of importance 
but that we may know what the present state of 
our law is, for if this construction of the statute 
is correct there is obvious necessity for revision 
and amendment. 

3 Egan’s Conduct. 

During the progress of the war in Chile this 
government tendered its good offices to bring 
about a peaceful adjustment and it was at one 
time hoped that a good result might be reached ; 
but in this we were disappoint The instruc- 
tions to our naval officers and to our Minister at 
Santiago, from the first to the last of the strug- 
gle, enjoined upon them the most impartial treat- 
ment and absolute non-interference. I am satis- 
fied that these instructions were observed oo 
that our representatives were always watchful to 
use their influence impartially in the interest of 
humanity, and on more than one occasion did so 
effectively. We could not forget, however, that 
this government was in diplomatic relations with 
the then established government of Chile, as it is 
now in such relations with the successor of 
I am quite sure that President 

ontt. who has, under circumstances of promise 
for the peacé of Chile, been installed as President 
of that republic, will not desire that in the un- 
fortunate event of any revolt against his author- 
ity the poli this government should be other 
than that which we have recently observed. No 
official complaint of the conduct of our Minister 
or of our naval officers’ during the straggle bas 
been vresented to this government; and it is a 
matter of regret that so many of our own ple 
have given ear to unofficial charges and com- 
plaints that manifestly had their origin in rival 
interests and in a wish to eran the relations of 
the United States aud Chile. 

Balmadceda’s Overthrow. 


The collapse of the government of Balmaceda 
brought about a 4 which is unfortunate- 
too familiar in the history of the Central and 
uth American States. With the overthrow of 
the Balmaceda government he and many of his 
councilors and officers became at once fugitives 
for their lives and appealed to the commanding 
foreign naval vessels in the harbor 
of Valparaiso and to the resident forei Min- 
isters at Santiago for esylum. This asylum was 
freely given, accoréling to my information, by the 
naval several foreign powers 
and by. several of the legations at San- 
tiago. he American Minister, as well as his 
colleagues, — upon the impulses of human- 
ity, extended asylum to political refugees whose 
lives were in peril. I have not been willing to di- 
rect the surrender of such of these persons as are 
stillin the American Legation without suitable 
conditions. It is believed that the Government 
of Chile 1s not in a position, in view of the pre- 
cedents with which it has been connected, to 
broadly deny the right of asylum, and the cor- 
respondesce bas not thus far presented any such 
denial. Thé treatment of our ister for a time 
was such as to gall for a decided protest, and it 
was very gratifying to observe that unfriendly 
measures, which were undoubtedly the result of 
the prevailing excitement, were at once rescinded 
or sui relaxed. 
Attack on the Baltimore’s Sailors, 
event occurred in Valparaiso so 
ragio in its circumstances and 


. dues as was claimed and secur 


siderable’ number ‘of the sailors of the United 
States ste ip Baltimore, then in the harbor of 
Valparaiso, being upon shore leave and unarmed, 
were assaulted by. armed men nearly simulta- 
neously in different localities in the city. One 
petty officer was killed outright and seven or 
eight seamen. were seriously wounded. one of 
whom has since died. So savage and brutal was 
the assault that several of our sailors received 
more than two, ahd one as many 4s eighteen 
stab wounds. An investigation of the affair was 
promptly made by a board of officers of the Bal- 
timore, and their report shows that these as 
saults were unprovoked; that our men were con- 
ducting themselves in a peaceable and orderly 
manner; and that someof the police of the city 
took part in the assault and used their weapons 
with fatal effect, while a few others, with 
some well-dis citizens, endeavored to 
protect our men. Thirty-six of ‘our sailors were 
arrested, and same of them, while being taken to 

risun, were cruelly beaten and maltreated. The 

act that they were all discharged,no criminal 
charge de lodged ainst any one of them, 
shows very clearly that they were innocent of any 
breach of the peace. far as lhave yet been 
able to learn no other expianation of this bloody 
work has been suggested than that it had its 
origin in hostility to these men as sailors 
of the United States, wearing the uniform of their 
government, and oot in any individual act or per- 
sonal animosity. The attention of the Chilean 
Government was at once called to this affair, and 
a statement of the facts obtained by the investi- 
gation we had conducted was submitted, accom- 
panied by a request ta be advised of auy other or 

ualifying facts in the possession of the Chilean 
Government that might tend to relieve this affair 
of the appearance of an insult to this government. 
The Chilean Government was also advised that if 
such qualifyiug facts did not exist this govern- 
ment could confidently expect full and prompt 
reparation. It is to be regretted that the reply of 
the Secretary for Foreign Affairs of the provision- 
al government was couched in an offensive 
tone. To this no response has been 
‘made. Our government is now await- 
ing the result of an investigation which has 
been conducted by the Criminal Court at Valpa- 
raiso. It is reported r that the investi- 
gation is about completed, and it is expected that 
the result will soon — — ae this gov- 
fac: So the mote tie which the atten- 
tion of Chile was called to this incident. If these 
just expectations should be disappointed or fur- 
ther needless delay intervene I will, by a special 
message, bring this matter again to the attention 
of Congress for such action as may necessary. 
The entire correspondence with the Goverament 
of Chile will at an early day be submitted to Con- 


gress. 


Swedish Tonnage Dues, 


I renew the recommendation of my special mess- 
age dated Jan. 16, 1890; for the adoption of the 
necessary legislation to enable this government 
to apply in the case of Sweden and Norway the 
same rule in respect tothe levying of tonnage

of the United States in 1828 under Art. 8 of the 
treaty of 1827. 


African Slave Trade. 


The adjournment of the Senate without action 
on the pending acts fur the suppression of the 
slave traflicin Africa and for the reform of the 
revenue tariff of the independent State of the 
Congo left this government unable to exchange 
those acts on the date fixed, July 2, 1891. A modus 
vivendi has been concluded by which the power 
of the 38 State to levy duties on imports is left 
unimpaired, and, by agreement of all the signa- 
tories to the general slave trade act, the time for 
the exchange of ratifications on the part of the 
United States has been extended to Feb. 2, 1892. 


Interests in China. 


The late outbreak against foreigners in various 
parts of the Chinese Empire has been the cause 
of deep concern in view of the numerous estab- 
lishments of our citizens in the interior of that 
country. This governmeut can do no less than in- 
sist upon a contimuance of the protective and 
1 measures which the Chinese Government 

as hitherto applied. No effort will be omitted 
to protect our citizens. peaceably sojourning in 
China, but recent unofficial information indicates 
that what was at first regarded as an outbreak of 
mob violence inst foreigners has assumed the 
larger form of an insurrection against public 
order, The Chinese Government has declined 
to receive Mr. as the Minister of the 
United States on the ground that, as a 
participant while a Senator in the enact- 
ment of the existing legislation against the intro- 
duction of Chinese ladorers, he has become un- 
friendly and objectionable to China. I have felt 
constrained to point out to the Chinese Govern- 
ment the untenableness of this position, which 
seems to rest as much on the unacceptability of 
our legislation as on that of the person chosen, 
and which, if admitted, would practically debar

I regard it 
as desirable that the Chinese exhibit be facili- 
tated in every proper way. 

) Spain, 

A question has arisen with the Government of 
Spain . rights of American citizens in 
the Caroline Islands. Our citizens there, long 

rior to the confirmation of Spain’s claim to the 
slands, had secured by settlement and purchase 
certain rights, to the recognition and mainten- 
ance of which the faith of Spain was pledged. I 
have had reason within the last year, very strong- 
ly, to protest against the failure to carry out this 
pledge on the part of his Majesty’s Minis- 
ters, which has resul in great injus- 
tice and injury to the American resi- 
dents. Phe government and people of Spain 
propose to celebrate the four hundredth anniver- 
sary of the discovery of America by holding an 
exposition at Madrid, which will open on the 12th 
of September and continue until the 3ist of De- 
cember, 1893. A cordial invitation has been ex- 
tended to the United States to take part in this 
commemoration, and, as Spain was one of the first 
nations to express the intention to participate in 
the World’s Columbian See at Chicago, it 
would be appropriate for this government to give 
this invitation its friendly promotion. 

The Inter-Continental Railway. 


Surveys for the connecting links of the project- 
ed Inter-Continental railway are in progress, not 
only in Mexico, but at various points along the 
course map out. Three surveying ies are 
now in the field under the direction of the Com- 
mission. Nearly 1,000 miles ofthe proposed road 
have been surveyed. including the most difficult 
part. that through Ecuador and the southern part 
of Columbia. The reports of the engineers are 
satisfactory and show that no insurmountable 
obstacles have been met with. 


Mexican Boundary. 


Nov. 12, 1884, a treaty was concluded with Mexi- 
co reaflirming the boundary between the two 
countries as descri in the treaties of Feb. 2, 
1848, and Dec. 30, 1853. March 1, 1889, a fur her

It is estimated that over 
1,000,000 will be forced from Russia within a few 
years. The Hebrew is never a beggar; he has 
always kept the law—life by toil—often under se- 
vere and oppressive civil restrictions. It is also 
true that no race, sect, or class has more fully 
cared for its own than the Hebrew race. But the 
sudden transfer of such a multitude, under condi- 
tions that tend to strip them of their small accu- 
mulations and to depress their energies and cour- 
age. is neither good for them nor for us. The 
banishment, whether „ ag decree or by not 
less certain indirect methods, of so large a num- 
ber of men and women is not a local question. A 
decree to leave one country in the nature of 
things. an order to enter another—some other. 
is consideration, as wall as the su ions of 
-humanity, furnishes ample ground for the re- 
monstances which we have ted to Russia. 
while our historic friendship that government 
cannot fail to give the assurance that our repre- 
sentations are those of a sincere well-wisher. 


The Nicaragua Canal. 


The annual report of the Maritime Canal com- 
pany of Nicaragua shows much costly and 
necessary preparatory work has done dur- 
ing the year in the construction of shops, rail- 
road tracks, and harbor piers and breakwaters, 
and that tne work in the canal’s: construction has 
made some progress. I deem it to be a matter of 
the highest concern to the United States that this 
canal connecting the wafers’ of the Atlantic and 
Pacitic Oceans and giv us short water com- 
munica between our ports | two great 
seas should be s ? and at the 
smallest practicable limit of cost. The gain in 
freights to people and the direct saving to 
the government of the United States in the 
nse of its naval vessels would pay the entire cost 
of this work within a shé@rt series of years, The 
report of the Secretary of the Navy shows the 
saving in our naval expenditures which would re- 
sult. The Senator from Alabama (Mr. Moran), in 
his figures upon this subject before the Senate at 
the last session, did not overestimate the impor- 
tance of this work when he said that the “canal 
is the most important subject now connected with 
the commercial n and of the 
United States. If this work is to be promoted 
by the usual financial methods and without 
the aid of this government the expendi- 
tures in its interest-bearing securities and 
stocks will r be twice the actual 
cost. This will necéssitaté higher tolls and con- 
stitute a heavy and altogether needless burden 
upon our commerce and that of the world. 
Every dollar of the bonds and stock of the com- 
pany should represent a dollar expended in the 
legitimate and economical pfosecution of the 
work, This is only possible by giving to the 
bonds the guarantee of the United States v- 
ernment. Sieh a guaranty would secure the 
ready sale at par of a 3 per cent bond, from 
time to time, as the money was needed. I do 
not doubt that, built upot these business meth- 

„the canal would, n fully inaugurated. 
earn its fixed charges and operating expenses. 
But if its bonds are to be marketed at heavy dis-

The Navassa Incident. 


The Island of Navassa, in the West Indian 

oup, has, under the provisions of Title 72 of the 

evised Statutes, — reccgnized by the Fresi- 
dent as appertaining to the United States. It 
contains guano deposits, is owned by the Navassa 
Phosphate company, and occupied solely by its 
employés. In September, 1889, a revolt place 
among these laborers, resulting in the killing of 
some of the agents ot the company, caused, as the 
laborers claimed, by cruel treatment. These men 
were arrested and tried in the United States 
Court at Baltimore under Sec. 5.576 of the statute 
referred to, as if the offenses had been 
committed on board a merchant. vessel 
of the United States on the high seas. 
There appearec on the trial, and otherwise came 
to me, such evidence of the bad treatment of the 
men, 
that the men had no access to any public officer 
or tribunal for protection or the redress of this 
wrong, I commuted death sentences that had been 
passed by the court in three of them. In April 
last my attention was again called to this island 
and to the unregulated condition of things there 
by a letter from a colored laborer who complained 
that he was wrongfully detained upon the island by 
the phosphate company after the expiration of 
his contract of service. A naval officer was sent 
to examine into the case of this man and gen- 
erally: into the condition of things on the island. 
It was found that the laborer referred to had 
been retained beyond the contract limit and that 
a condition of revolt existed in the island among 
the laborers. A board of naval officers reported, 
among other things, as follows: 

We would desire to state, further, that the dis- 
cipline maintained on the island seems to be that 
of a convict establishment without its comforts 
and cleanliness, and that, until more attention is 
paid to the shipping of laborers by placing it un- 
der government supervision to prevent misunder- 
standing and misrepresentation, and until some 
amelioration is shown in the treatment of the 
laborers, these disorders will be of constant occur- 
rence.’ 

I recommend r that shall place labor 
contracts upon this and other islands having the 
relation that Navassa has to the United States 
under the supervision of a court commissioner, 
and that shall provide, at the expense of the own- 
ers, an officer to reside upon the islands with pow- 
er to judge and adjust disputes. and enforce a just 

humane treatment of the employés. It is in- 
excusable that American laborers should be left 
within their own jurisdictuon without access to 
any government officer or tribunal for the protec- 
tion and the redress of their wrongs. 


International Copyright. 
International copyright has been secured, in 
accordance with tbe conditions of the act of 
March 3, 1891, with Belgium, France, Great Brit- 
ain and the British possessions, and Switzerland, 
the laws of those countries nermitting to our cit’ 
izens the benefit of copyright on substantially 
the same basis as to their own citizens or subjects. 
With Germany a special convention has been ne- 
gotiated upon this subject, which will bring that 
country within o reciprocal benefits of our leg- 
islation. 
IN THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


General Effect of the Tariff Legislation of 
the Last Congress. 

The general interest in the operations of the 

Department has been much augmented 

during the last year by reason of the conflicting

tariff and other legislation of the last Congress

If 
we turn to exports of merchandise the statistics 
are full of gratification, The value of such ex- 
ports of merchandise for the twelve nths end- 
ng Sept. 30, 1891, wa: 1 tor the 
888 previous twelve months it was 
860.177.115. an increase of $62,914,021, which is 
nearly three times the average annual increase of 
exports of merchandise d any year in the 
history of the government, ® increase in the 
value of exports of agricultural products during 
the year referred to over the sorrespondi 
twelve months of the prior year was * 197 
while the increase in the Falus of exports ot 
manufactured products was $16,338,240. 


Satisfied with the New Law. 


There is certainly nothing in the condition of 
trade, foreign or domestic; there is certainly 
nothing in the condition of our people of any 
class, to suggest that the existir karik and rev- 
enue legislation bears oppressively upon the peo- 
pie, or retards the commercial development of 
the nation.

The lowest price of 
silver reached Guring the fiscal year was 90.9636, 
April 22, 1891; but Nov. 1 market price was 
only $0.96, which would give to the silver dollar a 
bullion value of 74% cents. Before the influence 
of the prospective silver was felt in 
the market silver was worth New York about 
$0.9955 per ounce.

prophecics of the anti-silver men of disasters to 
result from the coinage of $2,000,000 per month 
were not wider of the mark. 

The friends of free silver are not agreed, I think, 
as to the causes that brought their hopeful pee 
dictions to naught. Some facts are known. The 
exports of silver from London to India during the 
first nine months of this calendar year fell off over 
50 per cent, or $17,202,730, compared with the same 
months of the preceding year. The exports of do- 
mestic silver bullion from this country, which had 
averaged for the last ten years over $17,000,000, 
fell in the last fiscal year tq $13,797,301; while, for 
the first time in recent years, the imports of silver 
into this country ex the exports by the 
sum of $2,745,365. In the previous y 
exports of silver from the United amount- 
ed to $8,545,455. The production of the United 
States increased from 50,000,000 ounces in 1559 to 
54,500,000 in 1890. The government is now buying 
and putting aside annually 54,000,000 ounces, 
which, allowing for 7,140,000 ounces of new bull- 
ion used in the arts, is 9 more than our 
domestic product available for coinage. 

I hope the depression in the price of silver is 
temporary and that a further trial of this legisla- 
tion will more favorably affect it. That the in- 
creased volume of currency thus s ied for the 
use of the people was needed and beneficial 
results upon trade and prices have followed this 
legislation, I think, must clear 
to every one; nor should 
gotten that for every 0 ( 
notes issued a full dollar’s worth of silver bullion 
is at the time deposited in the Treasury as a secu- 
rity for its redemption. Upon this subject, as 
upon the tariff, my recommendation is t the 
existing laws be givena full trial and that our 
business interests be spared the distressing in- 
fluence which threats of radical changes always 
impart. Under — legislation ſt is in the 
powerjof the Treasury partment to maintain 

ntial condition of national finance as well 
as of commercial prosperity—the parity in use 
of the coin dollars and their paper representa- 
tives. The assurance that powers would be 
freely and unhesitatingly used bas done much to 
produce and sustain the present favorable busi- 
ness conditions.

How Great Crowds Surrounded “ The Trib-

One morning about 2 o’clock—it was April 

15, 1861 walked on Clark street,

He is a railroad ticket agent in 
The copy of Taz Tron which 
he took that morning is in his possession. It 
is in remarkably good condition. 

The papers of Saturday morning had con- 
tained the report that the rebels had turned 
their guns at Moultrie upon the little band 
that was pent up benind the walls of Sumter. 
The war had begun. The dispatches of Satur- 
day were far from satisfactory. In Chicago, 
notwithstanding the Union sentiment, and 
notwithstanding all the predictions that had 
been made, there was a dbubt about the ru- 
mor that the war had begun. In spite of 
an acrimonious Presidential campaign, 
in spite of the oitterest feelings be- 
tween parties, Chi was yet unpre 
pared to believe the threatened at- 
tack had come. The streéts were full of 
anxious faces, every man asking all he met if 
the news was true. Mr. Cooke was one of the 
at. xious men on the streets of Chicago that 
night. That is why he was out so late, and 
that is why he came to go into the press-room 
of Tan —— that morning and take 
from the press the paper referred to. The 
copy before the writer is a four-page sheet. 
Its size is about that of Tun Trisuyz of to- 
day. It was published by Messrs. Ray, Bross, 
Medill, and Cowles. It was the fourteenth 
volume and No, 246, 

Many of the men in business in Chicago 
today were either in their cradles that morn- 
ing or they had not yet opened their eyes. It 
will interest such to go over the contents of 
Tan Torx of April 15, 1861. Many who 
were here then went to the front on account 
of the news which the paper of that date con- 
tained. Some of them never came back. 
Some of them are still with us in the flesh. 
The latter will never turn away from the 
recollections of those times. Michelet, the 


most picturesque of historians, said: His- 


tory is the resurrection of the dead.” This 
copy of Tun Trrsunz dated April 15, 1861, is 
history. What a resurrection it presents!

It was a source of great regret that I was not 
able to open at the same time the surplus lands 
of the Cheyenne and Arapahoe Keservation, 
amounting to about 8,000, acres, by reason of 
the insufficiency of the appropriation for making 
the allotments. Deserviug and impatient settlers 
to eccapy these lands, and I urgently 
recommend that a special deficiency appropria- 
tion Lace are m 0 e small amount 
needed. so that the allotments may be completed 
and the surplus lands opened in time to permit 
the settiers to get upon their homestead in the 
early spring. ! 

During the last summer the Cherokee Commis- 
sion has completed arrangements with the 
Wichita, Kickapoo. and Tonkawa tribes where- 
by, if the agreements are ratified by Congress, 
over 800,000 additional acres will be opened to 
settlement in Oklahoma. 

The negotiations for the release by the Ohero- 
kees of their claim to the Cherokee Strip have 
made no substantial progress, so far as the 
partment is officially advised, but it is still hoped 
that the cession of this large and valuable tract 
may be secured.. The price which the commission 
horized to offer—$1.25 per acre—is, in my 
when all the circumstances as to the 
the character of the lands are consid- 
air and adequate one and should have 
been 1 by the Indians. 

Since March 4, 18899. about 23,000,000 acres have 
been separated from Indian reservations and 
added to the public domain for tne use of those 
who to secure homes under our 
beneficent laws. It is difficult to estimate the 
increase of wealth which will result from the 
conversion of these waste lands into farms, and it 
is more difficult to estimate the betterment which 
will result to the families that have found re- 
newed hope and courage in the ownership of a 
home and the assurance of a comfortable subsist- 
ence under free and healthful conditions, It is 
also gratifying to be able to feel, 4s we may, that 
this work has p on lines of justice 
towards tha Indian and that he may now, if he 
will, secure to himself the good crops of a 
settled habitation, the fruits of industry, and 
the security ot citi hip. 

In the Land O flice. 


Early in this administration a special effort 
was begun to bring up the workof the General 
Land Office. By faithful work the arrearages 
have been rapidly reduced. At the endof the 
last fiscal year o 84.172 final agricultural en- 
tries remain up of, and the Commis- 
sioner reports that, with the — force, the 
work can be fully brought up by the end of the 
next fiscal year. 

Your attention is called to the difficulty pre- 
sented by the Secretary of the Interior as to the 
administration of the law of March 3, 1891, estab- 
lishing a court of private land claims. The small 
holdings intended to be protected by the law are 
estimated to be more than 15,000 in number. The 
claimants are a most deserving class, and their 
titles are supported by the strongest equities. 

The difficulty grows out of the fact that the 
lands. have largely been surveyed according to 
our methods, while the holdings, many of which 
have been in the same family for generations, are 
laid out in narrow strips a few rods wide upon a 
stream and a back to the hills for pastur- 
age and timber. Provision should made for 
numbering these tracts as for patenting them 
by such numbers without reference to section 


88. 

The administration of the Pension Bureau has 
been characterized during the year by great dili- 
gence. The total number of pensioners upon the 
rolls on June 3, 1891, was 676,160. There were al- 
lowed during the fiscal year end at that time 
250,575 cases. Of this number 102,387 were allowed 
under the act of June 27, 1890. The issuing of 
certificates has been p ing at the rate of 
about 30,000 per month, about 75 per cent of these 
being cash under the new law. The Commission- 
er expresses the opinion that he will be able to 
carefully adjudicate aud allow 350,000 claims dur- 
ing the present year. The appropriation 
for the payment of pensions for the fiscal year 
1890-91 was $127,685. 793.89 and the amount expend- 
ed 118.530.640. . leaving an unexpended surplus 
of 0. 155,141.64. 


Kept Within the Appropriation. 


The Commissioner is quite confident that there 
will be no call this year for a deficiency appropri- 
ation, nothwithstan the rapidity with which 
the work is being pushed. The mistake which 
has been made by many in their exaggerated es- 
timates of the cost of pensions is in not taking ac- 
count of the diminished value of first payments 
under the recent legislation. These payments, 
under the general law, bave been for many years 
large, as the pensions, when allowed, dated from 
the tame of filing claim, and most of these 
claims had been pending for years. The first pay- 
ments under the law of June, are relative- 
ly small, and, as the per cent of these 
cases increases and that of 
diminishes, the annual 
first payments is largely

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ADVANCEMENT OF AGRICULTURE, 


The Work Accomplished by the Depart- 
ment of a High Order, : 
If the establishment of the Department of Agri- 


culture was regarded by any one as a mere con- 
cession to the unenlightened demand of a worthy 
class of people, that. impression has been most 
effectually removed by the great results already 
attained. Its home influence has been very great 
in disseminating agricultural and horti 
information ; in simulating and directing a er 
diversification of crops ; in detecting and eradicat- 
diseases of domestic animals; and, more than 
in the close and informal con which it has 
established and maintains with the farmers and 
stock-raisers of the whole country. Every request 
for information has had prompt attention and 
every sugges meri consideration. 0 
scientific corps of the department is of a high or- 
der and is pushing its investigations with method 
5 5 
The inspectich by this department of cattle and 
pork products intended for shipment abroad has 
been the basis of the success which has attended 
our efforts to secure the removal of the restric- 
tions maintained by the European governments. 
For ten years protests and petitions upon this 
subject from the packers and stock-raisers of the 
United States have been directed against these 
restrictiors, Which so seriously limited our mar- 
kets and curtailed the profits of the farm. It is 
a source of general congratulation that success 
has at been attained, for the ef- 
foreiga market 
be felt, 
only by the farmer, but in our public finances and 
in every branch of trade. It is particularly fortu- 
nate that the increased demand for food products, 
result from the removal of the restrictions 
upon our meats and from the reciprocal trade ar- 
rangements to which I have referred, should 
have come ata time when the agricultural sur- 
plas ig so large. Without the help thus derived, 
ower prices would huve prevailed. The Secretary 


of culture estimates that the restrictionszpon - 


the importation of our pork products into Europe 
lost us a market for $20,000,000, worth of these prod- 
ucts annually. 

The grain crop of this year was the largest in 
our history, 50 per cent greater than that of last 
year, and yet the new markets that have been 
opened the larger demand resulting from 
short cr in Europe, have sustained prices to 
such an *extent the enormous surplus of 
meats and breadstuffs will be marketed at good 
prices, bringing relief and prosperity to an in- 
dustry that was much depressed. The value of 
the grain crop of the United States is estimated 
by the Secretary to be ee yeas $500,000,000 more 
than last; of meats, $150,000,000 more; and of all 

ucts of the farm, several hundred millions 
more. It is not inappropriate, I think, here to 
suggest that our satisfaction in the contemplation 
of this marvelous addition to the national wealth 
is unclonded by any suspicion of the currency by 
which it is measured and in which the farmer is 
paid for the product of his flelds. 


METHODS OF THE CIVIL SERVICE, 


Not Perfect, but Productive of Fairness in 


Appointments. 

The report of the Civil-Service Commission 
should receive the careful attention of the oppo- 
nents, as well as the friends, of this reform. The 
commission invites a personal inspection by Sen- 
ators and Representatives of its records and 
methods; and every fair critic will feel that such 
an examination should precede a judgment of 
condemnation, either of the system or its admin- 
istration. It is not claimed that either is perfect, 
but 1 believe that the law is being executed with 
impartiality, and that the system is incomparably 
better and fairer than that of appointments upon 
favor. 1 have during the year extended the 
classified service to include superintendents, 
teachers, matrons, and physicians in the Indian 
service, This branch of the service is largely re- 
lated to educational and philanthropic work, and 
will obviously be the better for the change. 

The efforts of the several executive departments 
have been directed to establish at once an effi- 
ciency record as the basis of a comparative rating 
of the clerks within the classified service with a 
view to placing promotions therein upon the basis 
of merit. I am confident that such a record, fair- 
ly kept and open to the inspection of those inter- 
osted, will powerfully stimulate the work of the 
departments and will be accepted by all as 
placing the troublesome matter of promotions 
upon a just basis. 

Lrecommend that the appropriations for the 
Civil Service Commission be made adequate to 
the increased work of the next fiscal year. 

I have twice before urgently called the atten- 
tion of C to the nécessity of legislation 
for the protection of the lives of railroad em- 
ployés, but nothing has yet been done. During 
the year ending June 30, 1890, 369 brakemen were 
killed and 7,841 maimed while engaged in coupling 
cars. The total number of railroad — 
killed durind the year was 2.451 and the number 
injured 22,890, This is a cruel and largely a 
needless sacrifice, The government is — 
nearly $1,000,000 annually to save the lives "ot 
shipwrecked seamen: every steam vessel is 
rigidly inspected and required to adopt the most 
approved sufety appliances. All this is good; but 
how shall we excuse the lack of interest and ef- 
fort in behalf of this army of brave young men 
win our land commerce are bei sacrificed 
every year by the continued use of antiquated and 
dangefous appliances? A law requiring of every 
railroad engaged in inter-State commerce the 
equipment each ge ofa given per cent of its 
freight cars with automatic couplers and air- 
brakes to be used would Very soon and very great- 
ly reduce the present fearful death rate among 
railroad employés. 


APPOINTMENT OF ELECTORS. 


A Departure fram the System Generally 
Pursned Strongly Deprecated. . 
The method of appointment by the States of 
Electors of President and Vice-President has re- 
cently attracted renewed interest by reason of a 
departure by the State of Michigan from the 
method which had become uniform in all the 
States. Prior to 1832 various methods had been 
used by the different States, and even by the same 
State. In some the choice was made by the 1 2 
islature; in others rs were chosen by die 
tricts,; but more generally by the voters of 
the whole State upon a general ticket, 
The movement toward the adaptation of the last 
named method had an early beginning. and went 
steadily forward among the States, until in 1832 
there remained but a single State, South Caro- 
lina, that had not adopted it. That State, until 
the civil war, continued to choose its Electors by 
a vote of the isiature, but after the war 
chan its method and conformed to the prac- 
tice of the other States. For nearly sixty years 
all che States save one have appointed their Elect- 
ors by a popular vote upon a general ticket, and 
for nearly thirty years this method was universal. 
r a full test of other methods, without im- 
portant division or dissent in any State and with- 
out any purpose of party advantage, as we must 
believe, but solely upon the considerations that 
uniformity was desirable and that a general elec- 
tion in territorial divisions not subject to change 
was most consistent with the popular character 
of our institutions, best preserved the equality of 
the voters, and perfectly removed the choice of 
President from the baneful i

cause he is told he can earn better wages in 
town, but he is not warned that the labor 
market of the town is overcrowded, nor is he 
advised that unless in town he can get almost 
double the salary he received in his hamlet, 
he would have been a wiser man if he had 


remained in it. He fled perhaps from an 1ll- | 


built, objectionable cottage, but will he not 
regret it the day he strands, as it is most 
eos he will, om the big town’s slums? 
is work in the fields is hard, but 
work is no so in a mine, in 
the Liverpool or London docks, in a mill, 
in a factory, in a forge, in a tailor’s or a shoe- 
maker’s workshop. At loast his travail is the 
healthiest of all. Ho leaves also his village 
because he found the place dull, and has 
heard of the pleasures of the big towns; but 
what amusement is in store for him in large 
cities unless it is to see his betters amuse 
themselves, and this at least is spared to him 
in the country. He no doubt has troubles 
sometimes, either with the squire or the vicar, 
or both, but town worker’s life 
smoother? Does he get all he wants from 
his landlord, and is he not forever trying a 
new employer, with the futile hope to find one 
who will fulfill his dream? One readily ad- 
mits that his fate is open to improve- 
has even. suffered by 
was to lighten his 
work. Agricultural machines so well ob- 
tained their ends that they have almost 
relieved him of all work; but have not similar 
instruments played the same trick to all work- 
ers? We know of numerous places where at 
one time the corn gave the laborer about 9s 
or 10s an acre at harvest time, but where now, 
machinery domg the work, he has only to pick 
up the sheaves cut by his substitute and stand 
them in shocks, and where therefore he only 
gets 9d or 10d per acre. It must, however, be 
considerea that the machine working quicker 
than the man, and giving him, therefore, an 
opportunity of being employed over more 
acres or at different tasks, it is not correct to 
— that, though he receives now only 9d or 
10d an acre, is dd or 10d is what he makes 
today where he used formerly to make 9% 
or 10s. Thus, for instauce, even those who 
consider that the present condition of the 
British agricultural laborer is horrible, and 
there are not a few in this country who say so, 
as evidenced by a series of remarkable letters 
and articles in the Daily News—even these 
admit that the laborers in Kent, where ma- 
chinery is employed, are better off than they 
were fifty years ago. We do not for one min- 
ute pretend that there are no hardships in the 
English laborer's life, and we shall always re- 
member what one of them told us once: 
**Gentlefolks do not know what it is to work 
from early morn fo dewy eve, now with the 
spade, now with the scythe, now with the 
dungfork, now with this, and now with 
the other; now in the burning sun, and 
now in the pourmg rain, and to walk, 
maybe, to a distant home, maybe on one or 
two feet raw. to u potato supper, and then to 
a bed alongside a sweating wall.“ We know 
all that, and we have come across landowners 
who house their laborers as they would not 
house their horses, aye, their pigs. But only 
the other day the wife ofafishcurer, who, 
when in luck, could earn eight shillings per 
week, died from want of food in London, and 
the pair and their children lived in a room 
which it would be impossible to describe, 
as there was nothing in it. This tragedy 
is taken at random out of a heap. 
And when the agricultural laborer heard 
about the London cab-runner, he be- 
came silent. The London cab-runner is a 
man so miserable, so destitute, so starved, 
that he finds the strength to keep up for three, 
four, or five miles with fast-driven four-wheel. 
ers or hansum cabs carrying luggago to un- 
load them at the end of his race, and carry 
them up three or four stories high for a recom- 
pense of a few pence. And conceive, if you 
ean, how starved these wonderful runners 
must be, since they are never certain of find- 
ing employment at the end of their journey, 
for in sixty cases out of a hundred servants or 
other people do the job they had pinned their 
hopes upon. „

LIGHTING PARKS AND BOULEVARDS. 
The Matter Discussed by the South Park 
: ayy ke 


The subject of lighting by electricity the 
system of parks and boulevards under the con- 
trol of the South Park Board of Commission- 
ers was discussed at the meeting of the board 
yesterday afternoon, No definite action was 
taken. The cost and merits of various sys- 
tems of electric lighting and the manner in 
which the lights should be distributed 
throughout the parts and boulevards were the 
main points considered. The board expects 
to construct a plant of its own, with a capac- 
ity of from 200 to 300 arc lights. — 
: 3 Foster reported that the new refectory 
in Washington Park is fast nea comple- 
tion, the walls being finished as far as. the 
second story. The building will be under 
cover by the end of winter and completed by 
June 1. He recommended that the peeing 
track for sleighs at the north end of Gr 
boulevard be changed to the south end. The 
board approved the recommendation. 

During November six arrests were made 
by the park police for traffic on the boule- 
vards and for trespassing on grass plots. 


TO REMOVE AN EXISTING EVIL. 


An Ordinance Providing That Property- 
Owners Be Notified of Kebates. 

Property-owners have always experienced 
more or less difficulty in regard to ascertain- 
ing whether there isa rebate due them after 
the completion of astreet improvement on 
the street to which the property abuts. It has 
never been the custom of the Special Assess- 
ment Department to notify the property- 
owner after an improvement has been made 
and the assessment was not exhausted that a 
rebate awaits his demand. 

In some of the outlying wards the Aldermen 
have taken the trouble to prepare a list of 
those having rebates awaiting them at the 
special assessment office and have the list pub- 
lished in the local paper.

Counsel, who said he had not yet made up his 
mind whether the city was liable for the ex- 

uses of a county election held under a law 
ike that of 1891, which had not been adopted 
by a vote of the people of the city. He was 
inclined to think the county responsible for 
all the expenres, except those incurred under 
the provisions of the new city election law. 
He was waiting, however, until Mr. Good- 
rick, attorney for the persons who furnished 
the booths, should suvmit authorities to him in 
that matter.

THE GREAT EARTHQUAKE IN JAPAN. 
Man 


Graphic Description by an Oregon 
Who Was on the Spot. 

Portland Oregonian: . A letter received by 
L. A. Lewis of this city from a friend living 
in Japan gives a graphic partial description 
of the great earthquake, from which the fol- 
lowing extract is taken : 

„ou will have seen by the papers ere this 
reaches you that Japan has been visited by 
the most severe earthquake experienced in 
thirty-seven years. In Yokohama, where the 
damage was comparatively little, we were 
just on the edge of the area of disturnance, 
but I assure you that is quite near enough to 
fully satisfy ordinary curiosity while the 
shock lasts. The papers cannot picture to 
you the suddenness with which such a thing 
happens or the widespread destruction 
accomplishea in a few seconds, or the 
accumulation of horror and misery 
which follow. The center of the earth- 
quake was 200 miles from Yokohama, where 
the country is rich and pulous, and just 
imagine the ordinarily solid earth suddenly 
to begin rolling and pitching likes the waves 
on the water, with a vertical jerk of eight and 
one-half inches. That was the movement re- 
corded before the instruments were broken, 
Ten thousand people were immediatel 
crushed to death or buried in the ruins, whic 
took fire. Those out of doors found the earth 
opening in cracks six inches to two feet wide, 
and two to ten feet deep. Not one crack here 
and there, but in every direction, just as you 
have seen a mud-shoal dry and crack in the sun. 
To add to the terror vf the survivors small 
earthquakes follow at the average of thirty an 
hour for two days. Even if their houses were 
not thrown down, they dare not énter them 
for rest or shelter or to prepare food. Hunger 
eventually ensues, but many are without food 
and the local supply not destroyed is soon ex- 
hausted. Water for drinking is hard to find 
all the wells and water courses being poison 
by gases voleanic _ which came 
up through the cracks in earth. With- 
out medical attendance or organized as-

There was more excitement than had been 
apparent during the entire November deal. 
Sixty cents was touched before the advance 
was checked. Then there was a sharp de- 
cline. The offerings were large and the price 
dropped to 54 cents as rapidly as it had ad- 
vanced. Subsequently there was an improve- 
ment, the market advancing to 57cents. This 
was followed by a break to 54 cents. When 
the bell tapped at the close of trading 54 cents 
was bid, 

Gossip had it that two or three of the com- 
mission houses, notably Kennett, Hopkins & 
Co., Schwartz, Dupee & McCormick, together 
with Arthur Orr had the long side of the mar- 
ket. That the people who had been the worst 
‘squeezed’ and had paid the highest price 
for their stuff were the men who managed 
the corn squeeze last month, Bartlett & Fra- 
zier, Coster & Martin, Andrews, and possibly 
Norton & Worthington. 

It wus also stated as an explanation for the 
advance that a little combination of which 
John Cudahy was the directing spirit had 
taken advantage of the ition in which the 
old chque had placed itself and had bought all 
the yeareorn which the old clique had sold, 
and was doing as it pleased with the market. 
This report was afterwards denied. 

Counselman & Day’s traders were noticed 
on the buying side. The volume of trade was 
not large, 50, bushels being the biggest lot 
taken at any one time. e majority of 
trades made werein 5,000 and 10,000 bushel 
lots. While the trade believes that there is no 
manipulation it seems perfectly well satisfied 
that unless there is an immediate improve- 
ment in the grading of corn and the car serv- 
ice it would not be difficult to maintain the 
present prices or possibly force them higher. 


NAPOLEON AND THE £©MPEROR WILLIAM.

Two Anecdotes IIlustrating the Peculiar 


Traits of These Rulers. 

Youth’s Companion: There is a natural 
desire on the part of some great and powerful 
men to be opposed or crossed occasionally. 
Ordinarily men of this sort insist upon hav- 
ing their own way; but instances are not lack- 
ing in which persons who have opposed them 
with some violence have seemed to excite 
their admiration and win their gratitude. Two 
cases of this sort—one occurring in the career 
ot the great Napoleon and one an incident of 
a recent voyage of a living monarch—are in- 
teresting. 

The memoirs of Gen. Marbot upon the first 
French empire, recently published, relate 
that on the occasion of a very formal distribu- 
tion of rewards made by Napoleon before 
Ratisbon an old grenadier came forward and 
dem somewhat sharply, to the astonish- 
ment of all, a cross of the ion of Honor. 

„But what have you done? said Napoleon. 

„% Why, sire, said the soldier, it was I who 
in the desert of Jaffa, when it was terri- 
bly hot and you were parched with thirst,

„Thank you, said Napoleon. but a water- 
melon for a General is not worth a cross of the 
Legion of Honor.“ 

The grenadier flew into a violent rage. 
Well, then.“ he shouted, “I sup 
the seven wounds that I got at Arcola and at 
Lodi and at Austerlitz at Friedland go for 
nothing, eh? My eleven campaigns in italy, 
in Egypt, in Austria, in Prussia, and in Po- 

land you don’t count, I suppose? 

Tut, tut, tut!” exclaimed the emperor. 
How you do get excited when you come to 
the essential point of the whole matter! I 
make you now a chevalier of the legion for 
your wounds and your campaigns, but don’t 
tell me any more about your watermelon.”’

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AN IMPORTANT MATTER DISCUSSED 


AT A WORLD'S FAIR MEETING.. 


Representatives of the Various States Take 
Up the Subject of for Their 
Buildings and of Those Who Shall Be 
Authorized to Pasa on Their Character— 
New Plan for Lake-Front Docks and 

Tiers Proposed by Traffic Menager Jay- 
cox—Other World’s Fair News. 
Two important questions were brought out 

atthe meeting of the State World’s Fair 

Boards yesterday afternoon, and as a result 

there was a great dealof ing, conferring, 


buildings, This last 

proposition was made in the meeting and im- 
mediately caught a great number of the dele- 
gates, but it met with no favor by members 
of the Board of Control, who have the full 
direction of such matters, and the d 
it appears, will be disappointed if they form 
any plans based on the suggestion of Presi- 
dent Baker. 3 

The Board of Control had a meeting last 
evening. The subject came up informally, 
and the general sentiment was to sit down on 
any such proposition. 

According tu responses to questions asked 


by ‘the State delegates concerning what might 


be exhibited in the State buildings it appears 
that the bars were thrown down so liberally 
as to permit almost any sort of an exhibit 
going in them, and the aggregation of county 
fairs, against which there has been so much 
argument, it seems, may be yet *rought 
about unless the Board of Control redefines 
its position on the subjeet. This matter of 
what shall go in the State buildings is the 
most important question with which the State 
boards have to deal. The Board of Control, 
at its meeting last May, declared that nothing 
but a collective exhibit of such a line as would 
best illustrate and exemplify the natural re- 
sources of such States, as well as its historical 
and archzological features, should go in the 
building. It made also three distinct 
specifications in defining what these ex- 
hibits should be. One was that they 
should be not catalogued or considered com- 
petitive. Another was that they should em- 
brace no manufactured gocds or products, 
and the third was that no processes should be in- 
cluded therein and no motive power permitted 
in any such building. When several delegates 
asked yesterday what the clause “no manu- 
factured goods or products” meant they were 
told by Commissioner Massey, Director-Gen- 
eral Davis, and Commissioner Martindale 
that each State would be allowed to décorate 
its building with some of its manufactured 
roducts; but this same decoration should not 
considered in the light of an exhibit. With 
this explanation the delegates were saying 
after the meeting that they could occupy a 
great deal of space in the buildings in deco- 
rating them with manufactured articles—so 
much so that they would be an exhibit except 
in name, :

NO FANCY PRICES AT THIS HOTEL. 


A Company of Norwegians Incorporated to 

Feed and Lodge World's Fair Visitors. 

A number of Chicago Norwegians have or- 
ganized a stock company for the purpose of 
erecting and operating a large hotel near the 
World’s Fair grounds, The association, which 
is styled the Columbian Mutual Benefit Asso- 
ciation, was incorporated yesterday at Spring- 
field, with $500,000 capital stock. Au option 
has been secured on alot with 100 feet front 
on Cottage Grove avenue a few feet south of 
Fifty-third street. The plan of the association 
is to erect an attractive temporary four-story 
frame hotel on this lot, The three top stories 
are to be fitted with 250 rooms, 12x12 feet 
each. These are to be rented on the 
European plan at $1.50 a day. The ground 
floor is to be occupied by a large restaurant, 
besides office, barber-shop, ete. In the res- 
taurant the plan is to serve good meals at 50 
cents each. The whole scheme is based on 
the plan of giving World’s Fair visitors good 
accommodations at low rates at a time when 
fancy prices will be the order of the day. The 
prospectus states that the association pro- 
poses to run this hotel 245 days at an income 
of $482 a day.” 8
